Less than an hour after the Sylph 
had entere I Long Island Sound she 
ran Into a terrific win i and rain storm. 
The storm off Fort Schuyler developed 
into a hurricane. 
The Sylph, a com­ 
paratively small vessel, pitched heav­ 
ily, 
and off 
W illett's Point,

sharply to starboard.
